He is, it 
was stated, Mrs. Ambruster’s sole 
heir at law and next of kin. 

Mrs. Cameron, who lives in Bi- 
loxi, Miss., stated in her deposition 
that she had known Mrs. Ambrus- 
ter, formerly an undertaker, since 
August 1899. She worked for Mrs. 
Ambruster at intervals through 
the years, she testified in the dep- 
osition, which was taken in Cox's 
office in the Title Guaranty Build- 
ing Monday.

NEW YORK, July 21 (AP) — 
Raymond Fernandez, who admits 
he wooed and wed lovelorn women 


as a business, told a hushed court- 
room today that his co-defendant, 
and former sweetheart, Mrs. Mar- 
tha Beck, killed Mrs. Janet Fay, 
66 years old. 

The mail order Romeo said the 
killing occurred during the “five 
or 10 minutes” he was in the bath- 
room of the Valley Stream 
(N. T.), apartment he shared with 
Mrs. Beck. 

“The door was closed,” he said 
calmly. 

“I went back to the living room, 

and Mrs. Beck was standing up 
over Mrs. Fay. Mrs. Fay was 
crouched over the -suitcase. Her 
head was bloody. 
Was confused. I rushed over, 
and Mrs. Beck was standing over 
Mrs. Fay and I said, ‘Martha, 
what happened?’ 

“She came out of a daze or a 
coma, and. said ‘my God, What's

Murder Charge. 

Fernandez and Mrs. Beck, who 
weighs 185 pounds, are on trial 
on a first-degree murder charge 
in the killing of the Albany (N. 1.) 
widow in an alleged scheme to 
fleéce women registered in “lonely 
hearts clubs.” 

Earlier, he had testified that 
Mrs. Fay had given him $5918 in 
cash and checks she had with- 
drawn from three Albany banks. 
On Jan. 3, he said, Mrs. Fay ac- 
companied him and Mrs. Beck to 
the Valley Stream apartment. 

Mrs. Beck and Mrs. Fay occupied 
the bedroom, and he slept on the 
couch in the living room, Fernan- 
dez said. 

Early in the morning of Jan. 4, 
he testified, Mrs. Fay woke him 
and asked about her money. When 
he told her it was safe, the defend- 
ant said, Mrs. Fay told him, “Well, 
I just wanted to be near you.” 

andez said he went into 
Mrs. Beck's room and told her, 
“Please see if you can convince 
her, put her in bed, keep her 
quiet.” Then he said he went into 
the bathroom, 
Denies Ordering Killing. 

Fernandez denied he ever told 
Mrs. Beck to get rid of Mrs. Fay, 
and said he did not mean he want- 
ed the widow killed when he told 
Mrs. Beck to keep her quiet. 

He denied he strangled Mrs. 
Fay, stating he was convinced she 
was dead. “Martha was a nurse, I 
took her word for it,” he-explained.

Harris, who gave his age as 41, 
said he lived at 4550 Newberry 
terrace, although the raid took 
place at 3851 Page boulevard, his 
family residence.

An order to open a metal strong 
box confiscated by police in the 
raid on the Harris home was is- 
sued by Circuit Judge Joseph J. 
Ward at the request of Assistant 
Circuit Attorney James W. Con- 
nor. Morris A. Shenker, attorney 
for Harris, objected to the open- 
ing, contending the box was not 
specifically mentioned in the 
search warrant. Judge Ward 
ruled that the box came under the 
general heading “other policy para- 
phernalia.” Harris was invited to 
witness the opening. 

Raid Harris Home. 

Police, provided with a search 
warrant, entered Harris's Page 
boulevard home after viewing the 
vicinity from a canvas-covered 
drayage truck equipped with a 
walkie-talkie. Mrs. Harris told po- 
lice that her husband was on a 
trip and said she had last heard 
from him from Reno, Nev. Al- 
though raiders reported finding 
policy sheets in her bedroom, she 
disclaimed knowledge of her hus- 
band’s business activities. 

Officers who entered the Harris 
home arrested Thraceton Harris, 
19-year-old son of Ezra. Police in 
work clothing disguised as mem- 
bers of a Streets and Sewers De- 
partment crew, were stationed in 
an alley back of the house to block 
anyone attempting a hasty exit. 

No one left by the rear, but 
Hosea Harris, one of the three 
Harris brothers, was arrested when 
he drove up in front of the Harris 
home and parked his car. Police 
reported that he tried to throw a 
policy sheet away as they ap- 
proached. The sheet was confiscat- 
ed as evidence, Hosea Harris de- 
nied any connection with policy, 
stating he had refrained from 
gambling since he and a third 
brother, Robert, were arrested in a 
dice game raid on the Domino 
Social Club which they operated 
three years ago at 1034A North 
Vandeventer avenue. 

One of Series. 

The raid on the Harris home 
was one of a series on four other 
residences and three business es- 
tablishments, resulting in arrest of 
28 Negroes suspected of participat- 
ing in a reported $3,000,000-a-year 
policy lottery in the metropolitan 
area. 

The policy raids were preceded 
by a hush-hush inquiry by police 
who spent three months investi- 
gating unconfirmed reports that 
some policemen were accepting 
bribes from policy game operators. 
The bribery inquiry did not un- 
earth any evidence but did disclose 
extensive policy operations in 
three police districts. 

Inspector Bostron is scheduled 
to make a full report to the police 
board tomorrow on the secret in- 
vestigation of police by police.

The bulk 6f the voluminous 
documents were sealed for trial 
evidence under martial law after 
having been sorted by the Egyp- 
tian military police.

Pattern of Plan. “ 

The Communist pattern emerged 
as follows: 

Two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand of Palestine’s 1,000,000 Arab 
refugees, trapped in the 30-mile 
sandspit of the Sinai desert are 
being promised recovery of their 
lost farms and stores in Israel if 
they will join or support the Com- 
munists of Israel, and agitate. 
against Quaker-distributed United 
Nations relief here as “Anglo- 
American imperialism.” 

The Communists offer the 
Arabs an autonomous Arab state 
within the future Communist 
Israel. | 

Arabs joining the Communists 
will not recover their property 
immediately, After two to three 
years, however, the Communists 
pledge that their labor unions 
with secret Communist leadership 
in the Israeli Army will seize 
Israel’s. Government. 

A Communist coup might be 
successful today, Jewish Commu- 
nists tell the Arabs, but it is being 
delayed because an immediate 
blow would. cut off American 
funds going to Israel. 

Replies. 

(In New York, a spokesman 
for the Israeli delegation to the 
United Nations labeled the Egyp- 
tian report “nonsense.” He called 
the statements “a en 
in Arabian Nights, like the 
no emanating from the 
Egyptian arniies 14 months ago 
when Cairo communiques boast- 
ed of grandiose hut non-existent 
victories over Israel.” 

(“The world was deceived, bet 
not for long,” he added in a- 
statement. 

(“Last year, the Arab propa- 
gandists tried to exaggerate 
Communist influence in Israel. 
In the January elections, the 
Communists obtained less than 
3% per cent of.the votes, a re- 
sult completely refuting the 
Arab propaganda. It is futile 
now to try to revive it.“) 

Israeli Communist tactical head- 
quarters for controlling the Arab 
underground are located in the 
village of Al Majdal, a few miles 
north of Gaza, and the Jewish set- 
tlement of Biroitshaq. Both are 
within sight of Gaza’s minarets 
below which refugees huddle in 
torn tents and sand-blown caves. 

Courier Captured. 

The Communist underground 
was quietly cracked a few Weeks 
ago when Egyptian police cap- 
tured Hamid Elabed Husary, 31- 
year-old welder from Jaffa, who 
had been acting as a courier 
across no-man’s land.

WASHINGTON, July 21 (Ap) 
The Senate moved to a vote on 
the North Atlantic Treaty today 
amid a wrangle over sharing atom- 
ic secret with 11 other nations. 

Treaty opponents demanded to 
know whether arms for Europe 
will mean giving the atomic bomb 
—or atomic secrets—to the Atlan- 
tic allies, 

We've got to have an answer 
before the treaty is ratified—not 
after,” Senator Wherry of Ne 
braska, Republican floor leader, 
told reporters. The final vote on 
the pact is scheduled late this 
afternoon. 

Senator McMahon (Dem.), Con- 
necticut, chairman of the Senate- 
House Atomic Energy Committee, 


told the Senate last night that 
treaty approval will not obligate 


Diréctor of Public Safety Myles 
P. Dyer announced today the be- 
ginning of an intensified program 
for the strict enforcement of city 
ordinances prohibiting the sale of 
intoxicating liquors and beer to 
minors.

Dyer, who made his announce- 
ment after conferéhces with Ex- 
cise Commissioner Arthur H. Ba- 
der and Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell, was of the opinion that 
“inexperience and youthful ex- 
uberance” were responsible for 
most of the accidents in which 
minors were involved, although he 
thought. that liquor might have 
been responsible for. some. 

During the first five months of 
this year, Dyer said, 212 automo- 
bile accidents in the city were 
chargeable to drivers 16 to 19 
years old. He quoted insurance 
company statistics showing that 
age group was responsible for 
five times as many accidents as 
incurred by motorists from 45 to 
50 years of age. The insurance 
actuaries, he said, estimate that 
16-year-Olds have nine times as 
many accidents as older drivers.

(St. Louis 
time) on a treaty reservation spon- 
sored by Wherry, and Senators 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and Watkins 
(Rep.), Utah. This reservation says 
it would be the understanding of 
the United States that Article 
Three of the treaty carries no ob- 
ligation to supply military aid to 
pact nations. 

Pact ‘critics say Article Three 
would obligate this nation to re- 
arm western Europe, if it is not 
made expliciatly plain that it does 
not.

WASHINGTON, July 21 (AP)— 


The military’s bacteriological war- 


fare p is faced with the same 
problem perplexes the atomic 
material factories — disposal of 
highly dangerous waste products. 

This came to light today in an 
Army report disclosing new details 
on the operation of the germ war- 
fare research project at Camp 


Detrick, Md. That is where the 
Army started the bacterial war- 
fare project in World War II and 


the laboratory is the only one now 
operated by the military. 

“Both the sewage which is ex- 
tremely virulent and the air which 
comes in contact with it must be 
sterilized to prevent contamination 
of operating personnel at Camp 
Detrick, and of citizens and prop- 
erty of the adjacent community,” 
the Army says. 

The camp is on the outskirts of 
Frederick, Md. 

In asking for $303,000 to build 
n@w decontamination facilities at 
Camp Detrick, the Army said pres- 
ent equipment is wholly inade- 
quate “for the expanded” research 
and development program. 

This was the first official indi- 
cation of intention to augment the, 
bacterial warfare studies. The 
Army has asked Congress for 
$3,313,500 for new facilities and 
construction at Camp Detrick. 

Outside of a $363,000 item for 
housing the money is to be used 
for improving the defénsive and 
offensive aspects of war with bio- 
logical weapons. 

These weapons are for use 
against both men and his food 
sources—plants and animals. 

The military includes among its 
plans construction of a new build- 


ing for “aero-biological research.” |

Preceding Berle, Dr. John Blair, 
Federal Trade Commission econo- 
mist, traced the growth of monop- 
oly control of markets from early 
collusive agreements to present 
concentrations of business power 
“which achieve the same ends.” 

“The heart of the monopoly 
problem,” he said, “is not control 
of the market by one company, 
but by big threes, big fours or big 
sixes in one industry.” 

Since 1940, he said, 70 per cent 
of all business merger absorptions 
have gone to large companies with 
assets exceeding $5,000,000.

Realizes Britain's 


He Can Butcher Only Two Hogs a Year 
for Own Use, and No Cattle — He Is 
Less Anarchic Than an American and 


Crisis. |

TRIP to the dairy farming country of Surrey and 


LONDON. 
Sussex, within 


100 miles of London, hardly qualifies one as an expert on British 
agriculture, but it does permit some broad generalizations. 


The British farmer is subject to 
strict controls. He is told what 
he shall grow and in what quan- 
tities according to the size of his 
farm. If he does not do so, for 
example, if he devotes his land to 
some scarce crop to make a Kill- 
ing, he is subject to prosecution. 
That this almost never happens is 
due to the fact that compliance 
with national needs has strong 


compensations. 

One of these is a guaranteed 
market. The farmer is assured of 
disposing of his crops. He is sure, 
moreover, of getting a fixed price 
for them. Judging from the farm- 
ers I encountered, these fixed 
prices are also fair ones. Of 
course, farmers are subject to 
heavy income taxes, as are all 
other people; if it were not for 
these, many of them would have 
become rich in the war and post- 
war years. 

Can’t Eat Own Cattle. 

To say that farmers do not get 
restive under controls would be 
overstating the case. This is true 
particularly of the small farmer, 
who sometimes suffers certain 
marketing disadvantages as com- 
pared with the large grower. And 
all farmers must sometimes com- 
plain that they are allowed to have 
just so many chickens; that they 
can butcher only two pigs a year 
for their own use; and that they 
cannot butcher cattle at all. 

There is an element, however, in 
the motivation of the English 
farmer that exists only in much 
smaller degree in his American 
counterpart. That element is the 
national need and the obligations 
of citizenship. All farmers to 
whom I talked have a strong 
recognition of Britain’s general 
crisis, and a feeling of responsi- 
bility for doing something about 
it. Then, too, British farmers, 
like other British people, are in 
general less anarchic than Ameri- 
cans. As a nation, Britain has 
greatly suffered. 5

My trip was organized by the 
National Farmers’ Union, a very 
strong organization, non-political 
in nature, whose membership last 
year reached a record of 194,520. 
Since the entire potential member- 
ship of the country is 220,000 farm- 
ers, the union has 90 per cent in 
its enrollment. 

Not a Trade Union. 

Eligibility for membership is 
that a man must own or operate 
a farm, and his annual dues are 
calculated on the amount of his 
acreage. It is not a trade union, 
though agricultural workers or 
farm hands do have a trade union 
of their own. 

The National Farmers’ Union 
bears a resemblance to the 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion. Its function is to promote 
agricultural interests in the Brit. 
ish Ministry and in Parliament, 
and it has many notable achieve- 
ments to its credit. Members deny, 
however, that it constitutes a farm 
bloc or pressure group such as the 
one in America’s Congress, in 
that it does not support candidates 
for public office. 


I left Surrey and Sussex some- 
what puzzled as to what British 
farmers do for amusement. . Ob- 
viously they are not the inveter- 
ate hunters and fishermen that 
American farmers are. The coun- 
try through which I passed 
abounds in pheasants and per- 
tridges, but the shooting rights are 
retained by the owners of the 
land, who either exercise these 
rights themselves or rent them out 
to other individuals or syndicates. 

Hunting Rights. 

Between Surrey and Sussex, I 
motored over the South Downs, a 
chain of hills that bisects England 
from West to East. In that sec- 
tion, a tract of heath was pointed 
out as one of the finest pheasant 
grounds in the country. Beaters 
and dogs are used to flush the 
birds out of the woods, while the 
hunters take their stands in open 
fields and shoot them as they 
come out 30 to 40 yards in the air. 
Though I saw some springer span- 
iels, I did not see a pointer or 
setter in the whole countryside— 
or a fishing rod. 

British farmers were not entire- 
ly immune from German bombs. 
On one farm, near Chichester, the 
Royal Air Force occupied part of 
it and built runways to launch 
fighter planes to intercept bomb- 
ers coming over the Channel. On 
another, all the windows were 
blasted out as a German Heinkel, 
shot down, exploded nearby. 

As previously pointed out, Brit- 
ish farmers accept controls as nec- 
essary in the national interest, and 
they have labored hard, both in 
war and post-war periods, to make 
England as self-sufficient as pos- 
sible in the production of food- 
stuffs. But, just as in America 
there is urban-rural rivalry, many 
British farmers complain that the 
industrial worker is getting too 
many governmental favors and is 
making less effort to pull Britain 
out of the hole. 1 

But it's a smiling and pleasant 
land, this Surrey and Sussex, and 
farming is not only a livelihood 
but a way of life for those en- 
gaged in it.

Siam is both peaceful and cheer- 
ful simply because Siam is both 
independent and prosperous. The 
small wars being fought elsewhere 
in Southeast Asia are wars be- 
tween Occidentals and Orientals.

ally no racial tension here at all, 
which is in itself like coming into 
the fresh air out of a dank cellar. 

The Siamese may be a trifle

Country Is Under-Populated. 


Nor does this end the list of 
Siam’s blessings. Fantastically in 
Asia, Siam is actually under-popu- 
lated. Here, there is no land hun- 
ger, no desperate scrabbling to 
stay alive. Premier Phibul Seng- 
gram (who is known as “the 
strong man of Siam,” and who 
looks like a cheerful middle-aged 
cherub) told this reporter that the 
great problem was not land re-

sibly believes in working only 
enough to satisfy his immediate 
needs. Even so, Siam has a large 
rice export which is vital to, the 
rest of Asia, and which keeps 
Siam’s books neatly in the black. 


Politics in Siam have, at least 
on the surface, an agreeable, op- 
era quality. There are really two 
Siamese political parties, the Phi- 
bul party and Pridi party. Pre- 
mier Phibul collaborated with the 
Japanese, and after the Japanese 
defeat he suffered a temporary 
eclipse, which included a brief 
term in jail. His power was in- 
herited by his ancient rival, Pridi 
Phanamyong, who had secretly 
bet on the Allies during the war, 
and had supplied valuable intelli- 
gence to the United States. 

Phibul (supported by the army) 
rose Phoenix-like from this incar- 
ceration late in 1947, and deposed 
Pridi, who, to complicate matters, 
was suspected of complicity in the 
assassination of the King. Pridi 
‘(supported by the navy) has twice 
tried to bring off a counter-coup, 
has been trounced each time, and 
now is in hiding. 

Politics Not Important.

Co-authors of the work were 
Melvin D. De Chazeau, then as- 
sociate professor of commerce at 
the University of Virginia; and 
Samuel S. Stratton, then associate 
professor of economics at Harvard. 
Daugherty, at that time professor 
of economics at the University of 
Pittsburgh, dealt only with the 
labor relations aspects of the code 
era in steel. 

Cost of the extensive investiga- 
tion was met by an initial grant 
by the Brookings Institution and 
by subsequent grants from the 
Falk Foundation and the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh. 

The bulk of the work consisted 
of a thorough fact-finding report 
by the three authors, each operat- 
ing in his particular sphere. 


Analysis of Industry. 


There was an epilogue, however, 
of which “Dr. Daugherty prepared 
Part Two. .. and is solely respon- 
sible for the conclusions stated.“ 

Daugherty found that for many 
years up to the code period, the

The Nebraska Republican named Charles R. 
Denny, Paul Porter and James M. Landis, who

“is representing the very companies against 
whom he sought prosecution when he was in 
the Government.” And Abe Fortas, former 
Under Secretary in the Interior Department, has 
since then “lobbied openly for his clients” be- 
fore the department. 

This attack is not quite fair in one way. 
Arnold, for instance, did not quit the Govern- 
‘ment until he got orders to stop his anti-trust 
crusade. Each man the Senator named was an 
official of more than ordinary quality, This 
strain of New Dealers needed no “conversion to 
the private enterprise system,” for their aim 
from the outset was to make that system work 
more successfully. 


It is the nation’s loss that the discouragements 


they met from the Truman Administration and 
from a hostile Congress caused them to retire 
from Government service. And it is certainly 
not a net loss to the nation that they have re- 
mained in Washington to make money and to 
exert a continued influence in public affairs. 
For instance, the law firm of Arnold, Fortas & 
Porter has served the nation well by its free-of- 
charge defense of Government employes whose 
fundamental American rights had been violated 
in “loyalty” inquisitions. 

This is not to deny that Senator Butler has a 
point.. Whether big men or petty ones are in- 
volved, whether they are relics of Roosevelt or 
of Coolidge, it is not a wholesome thing to have 
former officials draw undue advantage from 
their friendship with key people and familiarity 
with the inside grooves of tthe federal 
bureaucracy. . 
Senator Butler is in proper bounds in sug- 
gesting a congressional ihvestigation, even 
though it would have a pro-Republican cast 


-since nearly every recruit to the group of ex- 


officials in the last 15 years has naturally been 
a Democrat or a New Dealer. He also suggests 
that resigned officials be required to wait a 
specified period before practicing in their old 
Government agencies. 

Such a rule is worth study, but it is not 
enough. In the end, something less negative 
and more affirmative is needed. Government 
service should be made attractive enough in pay, 
prestige and security to make first-rate officials 
dedicate their whole working lives to it. The 
British have already accomplished that to a far 
greater extent than we. 

To the extent that it can be ‘accomplished 
here, ex-officials and their inside tracks in 
Washington will cease to be much of a problem.

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Harry Bridges Scores a Point 


Harry Bridges is a tough labor leader with a 
highly questionable record, to say the least. Fur- 
thermore, the Federal Government seeks to 
prove he lied in denying he was a Communist 
when he entered this country. Yet on the face 
of the latest news he appears to be more willing 
to get down to brass tacks on Hawaii's dock 
strike than do the seven stevedoring companies.

If the margarine tax repeal bill can be 
brought to a vote in the Senate at the present 
session of Congress, there are good reasons to 
believe it can be passed.

Any consideration of a successor to Justice 
Murphy which does not take into account the 
late Judge’s fervent belief in the dignity and 
worth of the individual and the sacredness of hie 
civil rights will be no consideration at all. It is 
less important that Frank Murphy’s successor 
adhere to his feligious faith or that he come 
from the same section of the country than it is 


that he care about human liberty as Frank Mur- 


phy cared. 
The record shows that in the years that 
President Truman’s two appointees, Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson and Justice Burton, have been on 
the Supreme Court, citizens have been hard 
pressed to win civil rights suits much of the 
time. Too often they have lost out by 5-to-4 
votes. In human rights decisions on which the 
court has divided, these three Justices have a 
two-year record as follows:

It-is clear from this that the two Justices Mr. 
Truman has chosen are about as far as they 
could be from Frank Murphy in concern for 
human rights. If another Vinson-Burton kind 
of Justice is appointed, the country will be set 
far back in its bulwarking of liberties that dis- 
tinguish the United States from lands where 
men are oppressed. 

Age is against it, but if President Truman 
wanted to hearten bench and bar the country 
over, and to please many laymen, he would 
name Judge Learned Hand of the New York 
Court of Appeals, notwithstanding his 77 years. 
Were the great Judge Hand to serve only one or 
two terms, the Supreme Court and the country 
would be the better for his wise influence. 

Certainly the President should try to find a 
Justice in Judge Hand’s free and liberal tradi- 
tion.

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Noise From the Sky 

John F. Hann, flight operation inspector in 
St. Louis for the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion, says he can’t do a thing to prevent noisy 
advertising amplified from airplanes, from fil- 
tering down through the atmosphere and as- 
saulting the ears of one and all.

What Justice Murphy Stood For 


Extracts from Opinions of the Late Supreme Court Judge 


The old conception of law as a system of 
purely negative rules designed primarily 
for the maintenace of order is giving way 
steadily to the broader view that the law 
is properly a positive instrument for hu- 
man betterment. Under the pressure of 
unprecedented economic problems, this 
transition ‘to a broader viewpoint has been 
greatly accelerated within the present dec- 
ade. 

There are some among us who view this 
change with anxiety, if not actual forebod- 
ing. Their concern is understandable, for 
man isever reluctant 
to leave the tranquil- 
lity and calm of old- 
established philoso- 
phies for the transi- 
tional confusion and 
uncertainty of the 
new. 

I am not disposed 
to share these fears. 

The alteration, to 
my mind, is but a 
natural evolutionary

Freedom for All Religions 


I believe that nothing enjoys a higher 
estate in our society than the right given 
by the First and Fourteenth Amendments 
freely to practice and proclaim one’s re- 
ligious convictions. . . .

The Greater Menace 


Deportation, with all its grave conse- 

quences, should not be sanctioned on such 
weak and unconvincing proof of a real 
and imminent threat to our national se- 
curity. Congress has ample power to pro- 
tect the United States from internal revo- 
lution and anarchy without abandoning the 
ideals of freedom and tolerance. 
We as a nation lose part of our great- 
ness whenever we deport or punish those 
who merely exercise their freedoms in an 
unpopular though innocuous manner. The 
strength of this nation is weakened more 
by those who suppress the freedom of 
others than by those who are allowed to 
think and act as their consciences dictate. 
(Concurring opinion, 1945, in which Justice 
Murphy joined with the Court majority in 
refusing to let the Justice Department de- 
port the left-wing labor leader. 


Equal Justice for Enemies 


Hasty, revengeful action is not the 
American way. All those who act by vir- 
tue of the authority of the United States 
are bound to respect the principles of jus- 
tice codified in our Constitution. Those 
principles, which were established after so 
many centuries of struggle, can scarcely 
be dismissed’ as narrow artificialities or 
arbitrary technicalities. They are the very 


lifeblood of our civilization. (Dissent in 
the Yamashita-Homma case, 1946. The 
Japanese generals, under sentence of death, 
pleaded that they had not had fair trials, 
and Justice Murphy’s study of the record 
convinced him the complaint was sound. 


Preachment and Practice 


Every utterance of party leaders is not to 
be taken as party gospel. And we would 
deny our experience as men if we did not 
recognize that official party programs are 
unfortunately often opportunistic devices as 
much honored in the breach as in the ob- 
servance. (Speaking for the court in 
Schneiderman vs. U. S., 1943, which pro- 
tected the American citizenship of a Rus- 
sian-born Communist leader from attack on 
the grounds that he supported overthrow 
of the Government by force.) 


Hatred of Racism 


Discrimination based on color and an- 
cestry are uttkrly inconsistent with our 
traditions and ideals. They are at variance 
with the principles for which we are now 
waging war.... 

Today is the first tine, so far as I am 
aware, that we have sustained a substan- 
tial restriction of the personal liberty of 
citizens of the United States based upon 
the accident of race or ancestry. Under 
the curfew order here challenged, no less 
than 70,000 American citizens have been 
placed under a special ban and deprived 
of their liberty because of their particular 
racial inheritance. In this sense it bears 
a melancholy resemblance to the treatment 
accorded to members of the Jewish race 
in Germany and in other parts of Europe. 
(Reluctant concurring opinion in Hira- 
bayashi vs. United States, 1943, upholding a 
military order. confining West Coast Japa- 
nese-Americans to their homes after 8 p.m.) 


M onꝑment of Intolerance 


The record in this case (Harry Bridges) 
will stand forever as a monument to man’s 
intolerance of man. Seldom if ever in the 
history of this nation has there béen such 
a concentrated and relentlegs crusade to 
deport an individual because he dared to 
exercise the freedom that belongs to him as 
a human being and that is guaranteed to 
him by the Constitution.

An Alarming Precedent 


We stand at the threshold of a previously 
unopened door. We should pause long 
before opening it, lest the path be made 
clear for dangerous governmenta! interfer- 
ence in the future. If unsupported assump- 
tions and conjectures as to the public in- 


„ terest and competition among newspapers 


are to warrant a relatively mild decree as 
this one, they will also sustain unjust and 
more drastic measures. The blueprint will 
then have been drawn for the use of the 
despot of tomorrow. (Dissenting in the As- 
sociated Press case, 1945, in which the 
majority held the A. P. bylaws were in re- 
straint of trade.)

If this Court is to err in evaluating 
claims that freedom of speech, freedom of 
the press and freedom of religion have 
been invaded, far better that it err in be- 
ing over-protective of these precious rights.

Key to Serenity 
CALM YOURSELF, by, Fenwicke I. Holmes. (Dodd, 

Mead & Co., New Yérk, 272 pgs., $2.75.) 

This book is a series of 24 rather rollick- 
ing essays on the magic key to serenity, 
phychoanalysis, personality unfoldment, 
neurasthenia, love and marriage, selling 
yourself to society and other matters of 
a similar and elusive character. It is in- 
tended to be a panacea for the embroiled 
spirit, the stabs of fortune and the ill 
winds of adversity. 

In his flights of fancy the author fre- 
quently quotes one Angela Morgan, who, 
in his judgment, is 
one of the 
inspirational poets of 
all ages. Much stress 
is placed on the 
phychic struggle be- 
tween the conscious 
and the unconscious. 
The former is lik- 
ened to a family on 
the first floor of an 
apartment who are a 
respectable, law-abid- 
ing folk, whose ob- 
ject is to stand well 
with their neighbors 
and preserve unsul- 
lied from the world 
their reputation. The latter are the sub- 
floor dwellers, disreputable and unfit for 
the society of those on the upper floor. 
Primitive, passionate and selfish, they en- 
deavor to invade the sacred precints of 
the first floor dwellers. The outcome of 
this combat is either serenity or chaos. 


In a preview the author says if you are 
not sick or discouraged or unhappy; if you 
have plenty of money and all the friends you 
want; if you understand life and have 
faith in the future, then this book is not 
for you. Therefore the potential reader 
should judge and beware, for the result 
may be mental turmoil rather than serenity.

HOUSE OF LORDS 
PASSES REVISED 


LONDON, July 21 (AP)—The 
House of Lords last night passed 
its drastically revised version of 
the iron and steel nationalization 
bill, one of the Labor govern- 
ment’s top pieces of legislation. 

Most important of the revisions 

an amendment designed to 
postpone the date for taking over 
the industry from May 1, 1950 to 
Oct. 1, 1950—or after the general 
elections. The elections must be 
held before August of next year. 

The bill now goes back to the 
House of Commons where the 
Laborites have a heavy majority. 

The Peers’ action will have no 
effect on the ultimate passage 
of the bill in the way the Govern- 
ment wants it to read, for in De- 
cember, the Labor majority in 
Commons will pass into law a bill 
cutting from two years to one the 
length of time the Dords can de- 
lay passage of legislation. 


From then on, Commons can 
simply reject the upper House's 
amendments and pass the bill into 
law in its original state.

Under the circumstan 
the board of directors decided to 
seek other points where the hos- 
pital in Edinburgh might be used 
for the alleviation of suffering of 
people of Polish origin.”

THE NEW PROGRAM of so- 
cial medicine in the United King- 
dom has made it impossible for 
the hospital to function as a Polish 
entity in Edinburgh. In France, 
where there are also Polish dis- 
placed persons in large numbers, 
the fund was informed by the 
French Minister of Health that 


the hospital could not be main- 
tained at Government expense 
there. For other reasons it was 
impossible to establish this hos- 
pital in the United States zones 
in Germany for the benefit of 
Polish displaced persons. 

In April of 1948 Puerto Rico 
offered to establish a hospita] and 
medical schoel in the island, utiliz- 
ing Polish personnel as instruc- 
tors, scientists, etc. Gov. Luis 
Munoz-Marin now has acknowl- 
edged in writing that this project 
could not be realized, but it was 
not the fault of the Fund. The 
Fund’s board of directors is con- 
tinuing to explore ways of using 
the hospital equipment for the 
benefit of Poles somewhere in the 
world. 


1 
THIS INFORMATION would 
make it appear that while the 
article from Edinburgh, which I 
recently quoted, is correct in the 
statement that the equipment is 


still stored. However, there is no 


real blame attaching to the Fund, 
since it has tried to carry out the 
intention of the donors. The 
blame would seem to lie largely 
with the Polish government, 
which apparently was unwilling to 
carry out the very natural condi- 
tions under which this hospital 
equipment could have been turned 
over to them. 

When I wrote my previous col- 
umn on this subject, based on in- 
formation sent me by Representa- 
tive George G. Sadowski of Michi- 
gan, I assumed, of course, he had 
investigated the facts in the case. 
He also must have been unaware 
of what actualy has happened. 

I am glad that the effort is still 
being made to put this equipment 
to use for the benefit of Polish 
people somewhere in the world.

How- 
ever, it is true that ff they had 
tried to do so, East-West would 
have outbid them in spades. 


Defending against one no-trump 
doubled, West led his spade ten. 
East put up the ace and properly 
returned the spade deuce. South 
won and took a diamond finesse to 
the queen. East pounced on the 
trick, laid down the spade jack, 
and then doggedly played his last 
spade to let West run the suit. 

Unfortunately, after West had 
finished with the spades, he had 
to play directly into the declarer’s 
tenaces, and the upshot was that 
South made his doubled contract. 

If East had used the slightest 
imaginatian and anticipation, he 
might have realized that the con- 
tract coud not be defeated simply 
by persisting with spades!

THAT WORD “CALIBER”

Tying a Scarf 

Scarfs continue to be worn ex- 
tensively to protect the hair re- 
gardless of weather conditions, but 
the clever girl is finding new ways 
to adjust a silk square on her 
head. No longer is she satisfied 
to wear it tied in the usual, peas- 
ant fashion. 

Suggestions as to ways of tying 
a scarf include folding the scarf 
in half and tying a knot about six 
inches from one end. The scarf 
then is placed on the head like a 
cape with the knot against the left 


ear. The other end is drawn 
tightly into a second knot at the 
right ear, permitting the ends to 
fall over the shoulders. 

Another suggestion is to tie the 
scarf tightly so that it follows the 
sleek line of one’s hair-do. A knot 
is tied dt the center of one edge 
of a silk square, then. two more 
knots are tied along the same 
edge, one at each corner. All 
three knots are turned under as 
the scarf is adjusted to the head 
and the rest of the scarf gathered 
tightly at the back where another 
knot is tied. The effect is that of 
a closely fitting cap.
